troit, was found this morning, by 
Mrs. Ralph Manhard. residing la the 
rear of 727 South Vain street. ^ The 
body of the man was removed to the 
Slferd morgue just across tke'sfreeC 
Following a post mortem examina- 
tion held under the direction of Cor- 
oner Qvtlss, with the assistance of 
Drs. E. A. Burton, E. B. Hay and J. 
B. Parry, the cause of the death was 
pronounced due to acute alcoholism 
and a complication of diseases. 


One of the most pitiful features 


of the case was the manner in which 
the body of the man had been at- 
tacked by the army of rats that In- 
fest barns and other buHdlnga in 
this vicinity. The left eye was en- 
tirely gone. A hole the stse ef a 
dollar had been gnawed through the 
right cheek and the left wrist had 
been eaten to the hone by the rod- 
ents. Since It Is said that he was in 
almost an Insensible intoxicated con- 
dition last night. Coroner Curtis* 
stated that it was possible the work 
of the rats might 
have been done 


before his death, however, it is more 
probable that this occurred atfer his 
death. 


According to several of his sisters 


who reside on East Eureka street, 
he had bean telling in health far 
some time. This resulted front an 
injury which 
he sustained while 


working in a factory in Detroit sev- 
eral years ago and which at times Is 
said to have caused him to become 
mentally unbalanced 
On several 


different occasions he has returned 
to his home In Lima from the Mich- 
igan city and has been unable to ex- 
plain to his relatives how he made 
the Journey. Since his arrival in 
this city from Detroit eight days ago, 
he bad been staying at the home of 
his slstery, Mrs. J. W. Jackman of 
158 East Eureka street. *

The teacher and the gard- 
ener should help the children And 
the plots of ground near their homes 
best suited for garden work, aid 
them In having the lota properly 
plowed and prepared 
for cultiva- 


tion, help them select seed and show 
Ufcm how to plant, cultivate a*»d 
harvest to obtain tho beat results. 
The teacher should spend the after- 
noons and Saturdays when school 1s 
IB aeeeJoB. and the summer vacation 
days visiting the children In their 
homes, directing their work, and fir- 
ing each such help aa it moat needs. 
Once a week or oftener. during the 
vacation months, the teacher should 
assemble the children in groups for 
a discussion of their work and of the 
principles and methods involved. 


"Vegetables, berries and fruits 


grown should be used first aa food 
for the children and their families, 
the surplus to he marketed to the 
heat advantage. Through the help 
of the teacher this can be done in a 
co-operative way. Ten or 15 cents' 
worth .of vegetables each day from 
the gardens of 100 children would 
amount to $20 or $30. In summer 
and fall when the surplus la large 
and can not be marketed to advan- 
tage, the teacher should direct and 
help the children in canning and pre- 
serving for winter home use or for 
sale. The canning and tomato clubs 
have already 
shown what can be 


done in this way. 


"It is difficult to estimate the re- 


sults of this plan once it la in full 
operation throughout the country. 
For the children U will mean health, 
strength, joy in work, habits of in- 
dustry, an 
understanding 
of the 


value of money as measured in terms 
of labor, and such knowledge of the 
phenomena and forces of nature as 
must be bad for an understanding 
of their jchool lessons."
